Operation of child-care homes in Atlanta will be placed 
directly and exclusively under the supervision of the. City 


Health Department by an ordinance Ald. Dowse Donaldson, | 


Chairman of Council’s Health 
cil’s session Monday. 

If the measure is approved in 
its present form, occupants of 
child-care homes will get the best 
medical service and will have the 
best physical environment of any 
child group in Atlanta. 

Under its provisions Dr. James 
F, Hackney, Director of the Health 
Division, must make a complete 
and thorough investigation .of all 
“nertinent facts and factors that 
may affect the efficient and safe 
operation ef such homes and the 
ability of the applicant to provide 
satisfactory care for children.” Dr, 
Hackney may commandeer the 
services of the Fire, Police and 
Building Departments and City 
Planning Commission to help de- 
termine safety factors and the 
character of the applicant. 

Sanitary and health conditions 
will be under the supervision of 
the Health Department. Hackney 
and his aides would be given wide 
latitude in determining whether 
an institution can continue to op- 
erate,

diseases. He also has authority to 
enforce such immunizations as he 
deems proper to protect the chil- 
dren and to insure their proper 
training and care. 


The ordinance will become op- 


erative immediately for any new 
child-care homes. Any person 
keeping two or more children for 
whom compensation is collected 
would be subject to its provisions. 
It would become effective against 
existing homes within 90 days. 

Violation of the ordinance sub- 
jects offenders to fines ranging up 
to $500 or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding 60 days, either or both in 
the discretion of the trial recorder. 
Permits for operation must be re- 
newed annually on or before July 
1 of each year. Operation after the 
expiration date of a permit is 
deemed a violation.

The troop trains are rolling in 
with increasing @requency now at 
the Army's Atlanta General Dis- 
tribution Depot at Conley. ; 

They are bringing home fight- 
ing men from the far-flung bat- 
tiefields of the world. 

But there are no 
throngs to meet these trains—no 
bands playing — no joyous 
greetings. 

These men are coming home to 
rest—forever. 

At the request of their next of 
kin, they are coming home from 
the fields of Normandy, the sands 
of Africa and the coral isles of 
the Pacific where they fell and

At the Graves Registration Di- 
vision of the Depot three convert- 
ed Army cars brought 
home 183 Marines, soldiers; sail- 
ors and coast guardsmen from Sai- 
pan and Guadalcanal one day last 
week. That made a total of 1,264 
war dead received here since the 
repatriation program went into op- 
eration. Within a few days more 
ships will dock at Eastern ports 
with dead from the European 
theater and the Caribbean.

A specially trained military es- 
cort, of the same branch of service 
and of equal or higher rank ac- 
companies each body to its desti- 
nation and remains with the ‘/am- 
ily through the funeral, if it so 
desires. These escorts are mostly 
enlisted reservists who have vol- 
lunteered for this specific duty 

Families seem to appreciate the 
escorts’ presence, and frequently 
write in to the Depot to express 
their thanks for the escorts’ kind- 
‘ness and sympathetic help.

N. E., Atlanta, for 
instance, has often been commend. 
ed by the bereaved relatives of 
— soldier dead, according to Jol.

| Typical of comment in letters 
Porter has received are these 
words: “You were more help and 
comfort to us than anyone e'!se 
could have been. The Army 
couldn’t have sent a nicer persoi. 
Our whole family feels grateful 
to you and we want to thank you 
from the bottom of our hearts.” 

One of the services the escor'* 
provides is that of seeing to it 
that the casket is always covered 
with a clean American flag. The 
casket is covered with a flag at all 
times in transit, and the escort 
carries with him another one so 
that a clean one is used at the 
cemetery. This flag is presented to 
the family. 

The Government pays all trans 
portation costs and up to $75 to 
defray funeral expenses, when in- 
terment is in a private cemetery. 

Where burial is requested in the 


| National Cemetery at Marietta, the 
‘superintendent of the cemetery is 
notified in advance, He in turn, 
notifies the family when the fu- 
neral can be held. The body is 
transported to the graveside from 
Conley in a converted Army am 
bulance with a military escort. A 
chaplain, bugler and firing squad 
are provided for full military hon- 
ors. The family can substitute pr- 
vate services, if desired, however.

If full military honors are de-| 


sired in services at a private ceme- 
tery, the Government and veter- 
ans’ organizations co-operate to 
see that they are provided 


Every effort is made to meet 
‘every wish of the family. Bodies 
sometimes are even held at Con- 
ley, at the family’s request, in 
‘emergencies or in such cases where 
brothers may have been killed ov- 
‘@rseas and one body is held until 
|the other arrives so that one serv- 
‘ice can be held for both. 


Save only for the escort who 
generally is of the same branch of 
service and of equal or higher 
rank, no distinction whatsoever is 
made between rank, branch of 
service, race or creed. The colonel 
and the private, the soldier and 
‘the sailor, the white and the Ne- 
gro, the Jew and the Gentile are 
equal in death. The only priority 
given is in emergeficies such as 
family illnesses where it is desired 
to speed up or delay the funeral. 


' The families of war dead 
‘given four options in the final rest- 
ing of their loved ones. Burial may 
be in a permanent military ceme- 
tery overseas, or in a private ceme- 
tery or a national cemetery in this 
country. The fourth option applies 
to American fighting men who 
were born in other lands. They 
may be buried in_ their native 
‘countries. 

Lt. Col. John H. Pruitt, Chief 
of the Graves Registration Divi- 
sion at Conley, estimates that 
about half of America’s war dead 
will be brought back home for 
permanent burial, and about 15 
percent of these will rest in na- 
tional cemeteries. When the choice 
is up to a father or brother, they 
usually prefer to let their loved 
one rest with his fallen buddies in 
a permanent cemetery overseas. 
and not reopen ‘old wounds of 
grief at home. When the choice is 
up to a mother, wife or sister, she 
|usually wants her son or husband 
or brother brought home to final 
rest.

Building Safety Director Zack D. 
Cravey took his gtr gee the 
horns Saturday and ask the 
State Auditor for funds to employ 
15 safety inspectors. 

ravey'’s request came only four) 
days before a meeting of the 
Building Safety Council with Act- 
ing Gov. Thompson, called by | 
Chairman Harry Robert to air) 
charges that Cravey wants State-| 
paid inspectors to build up a po-| 
litical machine. | 

In a budget request to State Au- 
ditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., Cravey | 
said $75,000 would be spent for | 
the insvectors’ salaries and ex: 
penses for eigh months. Inspec-. 
tors would receive $2,400 each. 

This sum would be partially off.- 
set by $47,500 to be collected by 
Cravey’s office for certifying 
buildings under the State’s new 
Building Safety law, leaving a to- 
tal of $27,500 required for the 
program. | 

Cravey said his office would 
continue allowing private archi- 
tects to make inspections. A force 
of State-paid inspectors would ex- 
amine only the principal buildings | 
offering possible threats to safety,| 
he said. | 
'Cravey has claimed private 
architects charging $7 an hour 
were making a racket of inspec- 


Cravey Saturday also warned all 
owners, builders and contractors, 
they must get certificates of oc 
cupancy under the new State 
Building Safety Law before be-| 
ginning construction. | 

“Persons building now must ad-| 
here strictly to the code or be. 
prepared later to correct any non- | 
conformity.” Cravey said. 

Meanwhile, representatives of 
the Georgia Engineering Society, 
the Georgia Society of Profession- 
al Engineers and the Georgia 
Chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects advised Thompson 
of their displeasure with Cravey’s | 
remarks. | 

Acting for the groups, William 
J. Creighton, President of the | 
Architects Institute here, said the 
architects had adopted and dis- | 
tributed a schedule, very similar | 
to the Georgia Society of Profes-| 
sional Engineers, of recommended 
proper minimum charges. | 

This charge of a $7 an hour 
minimum is not mandatory, 
Creighton said, adding that even 
at the minimum rate architects 
are very reluctant to undertake in- | 
spection service except for their 
own clients. | 

Creighton suggested require 
ments of the State’s Safety law 
be “relaxed within reason” re. 
garding old buildings, using the 
National Exits Code as a basis. |

Dr. Mencken's slightly belliger- 
ent and parochial attitude on this 
matter already has brought down 
upon his impervious skull learned 
recriminations from English phi- 
lologists, who still regard Ameri- 
can as little more than the bar- 
baric yawp of colonial savages. 

This insularity on the part of 
the British always delights the 
brawling savant of Baltimore, who 
retaliates with devastating rebut- 
tals in the present volume. He 
shows. for instance, that neither 
Oxford English nor its pallid, self- 
conscious imitation along our At- 
lantic Seaboard is regarded as 
anything but a perversion of the 
King's English by some of the 
best authorities on the subject 'n 
England. Shaw and _ Bridges,' 
among others, detest the extreme 
or “haw haw” English. 

This rash of verbal culchah 
with its “somewhat pansy cast” of 
dropped “R's,” broad “A's” and 
such “mutilated forms as ‘secretry’ 
and ‘ordinry’ ” is probably not the 
result of adenoids so much as 
sheer lassitude, boredom and in- 
difference, Mencken believes. 

He quotes the Irish playwright 
St. John Ervine, who calls the Ox- 
ford pronunciation no more than 
fiorified Cockney. 

“The English,” he writes, “are a 
lazy lot, and will not speak a word 
as it should be spoken when they 
can slide through it. Why be 
bothered to say extraordinary 
when you can get away with 
strawdiny?... Many of the Oxford 
Cockneys are weaklings too lan- 
guid or emasculated to speak their 
noble language with any vigor, but 
the majority are following a fool- 
ish fashion which had better be 
abandoned. Its ugliness alone 
should make it unpopular, but it.

Miami Beach Prepared 
For Record Tourist Trade 


MIAMI BEACH, April 3—Miami 
Beach is prepared to play host this 
Spring and Summer to more visi- 
tors than have ever come here be- 
fore during these seasons. 

This expectation is based on the 
increasing popularity of Miami 
Beach as a vacation place during 
the Spring and Summer—a trend 
sharply emphasized last year. 

“Last Summer our railroad car- 
ried more passengers to the Great- 
er Miami area than in any previ- 
ous Summer in its history except 
for troop movements during the 
war years,” declared R. P. Jef- 
fries, assistant general passenger 
agent of the Florida East Coast 
Railroad. 

C. FE, Bell, passenger traffic 
manager of the Seaboard Rail- 
road, said at a recent conference 
of railroad and hotel executives 
and civic leaders in Miami Beach: 

“Seaboard passenger revenues 
each month last Summer were 
greater than in any Winter month 
prior to the war years.”

INFANTS’ DEPT 
HIGH'S THIRD FLOOR 
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No Help To the Negro 


No better example of false and mali- 
cious propaganda apparently deliberately 
designed to create ill will and racial preju- 
dice exists than a story in the April 3 Chi- 
cago Defender, a weekly Negro news- 
paper. 

Nothing the late Theodore Bilbo ever 
said, or did, is any worse than this one 


example. That hardly a week fails to . 


produce similar exaggerations in the in- 
flammatory Negro press of a nature ex- 
ceeding the worst manners and words of 
the meanest demagogues, cannot be denied. 

The current story is on page one and 
has an eight-column headline. 

It says, “Chicagoan Gets Taste of ‘Dixie 
Justice’.” 

The story then says, without qualifi- 
cation, that one Charles Alexander, Negro 
of Chicago, was arrested in East Point, 
Atlanta, handcuffed to a telephone pole 
in front of a high school in East Point, 
and kept there for three hours for ridicule 
by the students, who were told by police 
that “this is what happens to a Yankee 
nigger who comes down here.” 

A careful investigation reveals that the 
story by the Defender and Alexander are 
utterly untrue, and the whole statement is 
a deliberate lie. 

There are two high schools in East 
Point. There is Russell High for white 
students. A check of students, teachers 
and principal revealed none who had ever 
seen or heard of anyone chained to a pole 
in front of the building. The Negro high 
school principal and faculty report the 
same. None of the Negro or white resi- 
dents in any section ever saw or heard 
of such a scene. To be more careful, a 
check was made of the grade schools and 
the neighborhood around them. No one 
ever heard of it.

Front page lies and advertising pages 
pandering to the customs, habits and 
weaknesses ascribed the Negro by hostile 
caste-typing is not the sort of journalism 
to help him, his country or his problems.

Let's Prevent It Happening Again 


The tremendous losses inflicted upon 
a great portion of South Georgia by cur- 
rent flood conditions are an all too pain- 
ful reminder of the need for additional 
flood control. 

As great as is the immediate tragedy 
of the situation of hundreds left home- 
less and thousands inconvenienced by the 
present inundation, the consequences will 
be even more severe and far-reaching 
than is apparent to the casual observer. 
For South Georgia’s predominantly agri- 
cultural economy is suffering a blow from 
which, this year at least, there can be no 
real recovery. The ultimate crop loss will 


run into the millions and that, in time, will 
affect the pocketbook of every business 
house in the State. 

Much of the damage in the southwest 
portion would never had occurred had the 
Chattahoochee-Flint River development 
program been completed. And the loss 
incurred by other areas would certainly 
have been mitigated by flood control proj- 
ects on streams in those localities. 

All Georgia should resolve, surveying 
the irreparable losses presently being sus- 
tained, to work constantly and co-opera- 
tively to expedite every possible flood 
control effort.

The major legislation to face the House and Senate next January will be total revision of Geor- 
gia’s antiquated tax system. With a bipartisan State Tax Revision Commission making a year-long 
study of taxes, and with political candidates generally reticent about talking taxation, it is im- 
probable that either of the two major gubernatorial candidates will offer a special tax plan. The 
Committee’s report won’t be completed—in fact it. won’t even be jelled—by the time the guberna- 

campaign is over. So neither candidate can go on record as indorsing or attacking the plans 
offered by the Revision Commission—it cannot be mixed into the political campaign. 


The responsibility for writing a modern tax 


system for Georgia will rest upon the Legisla- 
tors who are running for office in the various 
counties. Their’s will be one of the toughest 
jobs to face a Legislature—comparing with re- 
writing the State Constitution by the 1945 
General Assembly and the reorganization of the 
State government by the Legislature of 1932. 


Deliberately to keep it from getting mi.:ed 
up into a hot political campaign, the Tax 
Revision Commission is delaying its open 
hearings and detailed discussion of tax mat- 
ters until after the campaign closes Sept. 8. 


The first major accomplishment of the Com- 
mittee will be the publication, within 30 days, 
of a compilation of all the tax laws in Georgia. 
Under one cover will appear every law regard- 
ing every kind of tax, fee, license, or grant af- 
fecting the State, county, city, or school district. 
Commission Secretary W. M. Lester has searched 
the law books, pulling a loca] bill here, a State 
bill here, and a Federal grant program here, and 
eliminating measures which. have been repealed, 
deciared unconstitutional, or have otherwise be- 
come obsolete. Georgia will be one of a few 
States which will have assembled in one book 
every type of tax measure affecting any part of 
its government. 

Within a few months, Lester will issue a 
pamphlet the current revenue derived 
from each of these tax sources. This will show 
the trend of such revenue collections, indicating 
whether collections are incréasing or decreasing 
on a particular fee. It also will include a com- 
parison of the money Georgia derives from each 
tax with the revenue other States take in from 
similar sources. 

By the time the Commission members have 
digested these studies, it will be time to hold 
‘public hearings in September. Lester believes 
the Commission can draft an over-all tax re- 


- 


vision program by November, so it can be 
studied by the Legislators before they go into 
session here in January. 


The Commission is nonpartisan between 
the political factions. Created by a Tal- 
madge-controlled Legislature, it is headed 
by Acting Gov. Thompson. The bill estab- 
lishing the Commission was written by 
Rep. Herschel Lovett, of Dublin, a Talmadge 
leader, and Rep. Bernard Nightingale, of 
Brunswick, a Thompson supporter. House 
Speaker Fred Hand, a Talmade leader, ap- 
pointed a bipartisan group from the House 
—including George Smith, of Swainsboro 
and Frank Twitty, of Camilla, both Tal- 
madge supporters, and Nightingale. 


Sen. Pres. Bill Dean, a Thompson supporter, 
named a bipartisan group from the Senate—in- 
cluding Tom Callaway, of Covington, who backed 
Talmadge, and Everett Millican, of Atlanta, 
Thompson leader. The Governor, Attorney Gen- 
eral, Revenue Commissidbner and Auditor were 
named ex-officio members of the Commission by 
the act. The Governor named 10 citizens. They 
are: W. N. Banks, Grantville; Erle Cocke, At- 
lanta; Fred Davis, Savannah: Mrs. Frank Den- 
nis, Eatonton; Lon Duckworth, Atlanta; R. H. 
Freeman, Jr., Macon; Rupert Hogan, Dudley; 
Quimby Melton, Jr., Griffin; Herbert Skinner, 
Savannah, and Fred Wilson, Atlanta. 

This interim legislative Commission will make 
its report to the 1949 session of the General As- 
sembly. 

What changes are anticipated in the revenue 
laws and how much new money they will pro- 
duce are something that candidates for office 
this Summer will not know—because the Com- 
mission members themselves won’t even discuss 
them before the political season ends.

WASHINGTON—Good Old Uncle is at work now on the problem of unreeling some of the red 


tape (theoretical) snarled around the red tape (actual).

smiling at each other and offering small pleasantries for the record. (Which is bound in red tape.) 


What we've got is a bill before the Senate 
Executive Expenditures Committee which would 
combine in one big outfit the Federal purchasing 
agencies and the surplus sales outfits.

brought to a close because it was costing my father too much to let me continue 
to earn my own living. Be that as it may, once a school teacher, always an au- 

| thority on the Upbringing of the Young. Why not? 
So it was with a certain blase though genuine expert’s pride that I accepted an invitation from 
the London County Council which rules everything hereabouts, to visit one of their secondary 
schools and see for myself the similarities, and differences if any, between the British and the Ameri- 


can school systems. 

I was to report to Downs Road School, Hack- 
ney, where I would be shown around, meet an 
American “exchange” teacher, and have lunch 
on the premises. Hackney—well, that was some- 
thing for a start. It seemed proper to take a 
cab. It was only when I got home. that I dis- 
covered I hadn't been all that subtle, for Hackney 
was the original home of that contrivance, con- 
traption or what you will. Hackney was at that 
time a London suburb. It is now the grimy, 
shabby beginning of London's vast, sprawling 
East End. What, too, with the bombs and the 
rockets of World War II, it is a depressing, al- 
most slum-like district where you would expect 
the children to be little toughs. It may be naive 
of me to report this, but my first reaction and 
surprise was that I hadn't seén a nicer bunch of 
kids anywhere. 

Schools are pretty much the same the world 
ever, I suppose, and this one, a big, sprawling old 
building housing 520 pupils, all boys aged 12 to 
16, with a few a couple of years older, could 
have been in any largish American industrial 
city. At first sight, too, the curriculum didn’t 
vary much though there appears to be more em- 
phasis on languages here. I was beginning to 
think the much- discussed English school system 
wasn't so out of the ordinary that it needed any 
discussion at all. ' 


But a little under the surface can be 
found great and very interesting differences. 
The first is the enormous weight of what is 
described as “character building’; and the 
second—seeming oddly at variance with the 
rather nebulous intention of the first—the 
very close co-ordination between school work 
and not only training for jobs, but actual 
placing of the right boy in the right job. 


The first of these characteristics comes out 
fn the way in which pride in the school and 
especially competitive pride is fostered by the 
use of school uniforms, caps and blazers, by a 
system of “houses” into which the school is 
divided and a system of monitoring whereby a 
very real degree of self-government is achieved. 
Making their house top dog in this and that is 
the objective, and one kid will obey another of 
about the same size in matters of internal and 
minor discipline without question. There is some- 
thing quite startlingly adult and mature in the 
results of this system. 

Vocational] training in America has been ridi- 
euled here, especially when our colleges offer 
degrees in, among other things, embalming. Here 
at Hackney there did not seem to be very much 
stress laid on actual lessons aimed at turning 
out engineers or lawyers or clerks, but I found 


the headmaster and his senior teachers were, 
with the co-operation of the LCC and the Minis- 
try of Labour, spending a fair portion of their 
time in assessing the proper job for the boy 
(taking into account his and his parents’ wishes 
in the matter), and also getting him actually 
into # smoothly at leaving. 


When I arrived at the headmaster’s room, he, 
clad in a black silk gown, was saying over the 
telephone, “But the boy is weak in Latin. 
I can't recommend him for law. He will have 
to be articled to someone in a profession where 
Latin isn’t needed.” 

The American teacher, Dr. Salit, of New York, 
had another slant on the differences in methods 
and results between British and American sys- 
tems. Co-education in Britain is not usual in sec- 
ondary schools and Dr. Salit thinks this is an 
obvious disadvantage. “My experience,” he told 
me, “is that boys back home are more resoyrce- 
ful and self-reliant. British boys are nursed 
along more. Then, too, segregation seems to re- 
tard them.” 


But a British teacher with exchange ex- 
perience in America had another view. He 
felt that by the age of 16 or 17 American 
boys were more advanced mentally, and 
British boys emotionally (better adjusted, 
with more sense of responsibility), adding 
that it was easier to bring British boys up 
to the American mental level than Ameri- 
can boys to the.British emotional level. Per- 
haps it all boils down in the end to the in- 
dividual boy. ; 


What happens to the boys of Hackney when 
they leave? Abcut half go into jobs, the other 
50 percent go to universities. Hackney is an 
entirely free school; parents pay nothing in fees 
or for school books. The other type of British 
school, the so-called “public” school (which really 
means private) of the Eton, Harrow, Winchester 
type, has fees and charges which go up to 
$1,700 a year. Yet their proportion of boys going 
on to the universities is no higher than Hack- 
ney’s. There are, of course, scholarships and 
state grants to help the poor students whose par- 
ents cannot afford to send them. 

Many of the othera, from Downs Park Road 
go, of course, into the professions. One “Old 
Boy” is Maurice Evans, the Broadway actor. I 
would like to think'that there is a future name 
for the bright, courteous youngster who was 
deputed to see me off. He is going to Edinburgh 
University next year to study veterinary science. 
With all the charm of a scholar and a gentleman 
he helped me into my hackney cab and waved 
“Good bye, ma’am” as I drove away.

ARIE MANCINI was the third 

of the famous five nieces of 

Cardinal Mazarin, the Italian- 
born naturalized Frenchman who suc- 
ceeded Richelieu ag chief minister 
under Louis XIII. Marie's father was 
Michaecie- Lorenzo Mancini, of Rome. 
Her mother was Hieronyme Mazarini, 
younger sister of the ‘statesman 
prelate. 

All five nieces were gifted, and in 
various ways charming, and _ their 
uncle, to strengthen his political hand, 
brought them to France. But the 
girls each had a mind of her own, 
and their careers were not entirely 
what the Cardinal had planned. 

Marie was brought to France in 
1653, at the age of 14. Anne of 
Austria was reigning as Regent dur- 
ing the minority of her son, Louis 
XIV, later to become known as the 
Grand Monarch. f 

Cardinal Mazarin exerted such in- 
fluence over Anne of Austria that he 
was for practical purposes the ruler 
of France, but neither he nor the 
Queen Regent intended that Marie 
Mancini should be the great love of 
the young King. 

Marie and her mother never got 
along well, and when the Cardinal! 
invited his sister to bring her daugh. 
ter to France, Madame Mancini 
planned to put -Marie in a convent

and take Hortense along. Strong 
willed Marie came anyway. 

The Cardinal, none too pleased at 
the number of relatives who were 
descending on him, himself put Marie 
in a convent. - The 18 months she 
spent there provided her with an 
education, and gave her beauty and 
her character leisure to mature, 

The Cardinal thought she might 
do very well as wife for Armand 
de la Porte, the son of the Grand 
Master of Artillery, but Armand pre 
ferred Hortense, and to Marie's relief 
married her. 

In 1656, on her mother’s death, 
the Cardinal .withdrew Marie from 
the convent and brought her to court, 
where she at once attracted the atten- 
tion of the King. She had a magnifi- 
cent talent for brilliant and daring 
talk. She fascinated the great men 
who surrounded Louis-—-La Rochefou- 
cauld, Saint-Evremond, Turenne. 

Also she had a warm heart. Before 
Mazarin or the Queen Regent knew 
what was happening, Marie and Louis 
fell in love. He was her one great 
love, and in spite of many royal 
attachments, she perhaps_was his. 

There was talk of marrying Louis 
to Princess Margaret of Savoy, but 
nothing came of it. Louis asked 
Cardinal Mazarin’s permission to 
make Marie his wife.

royal marriage. The Queen Regent 
suggested that Louis, if he were 
sensible, woyld marry a _ princess 
selected for him by his chief minister; 
once married, he could-be with Marie 
all he wanted to. 

Louis, still young, was shocked at 
this cyn:cal advice, but no ceurt in 
the 17th century was a nursing 
ground for pure romantic love. In 
1660 he was married by proxy to 
Maria-Theresa, Infanta of Spain. 
Marie Mancini’s comment to her sister 
Hortense was, “Say mean things 
about him. Remind me of his faults.” 

Mazarin promptiy arranged a mar- 
riage between Marie and Prince 
Colonna, Grand Constable of Naples. 
Before the wedding took place, the 
Cardinal died. Prince Colonna was 
good looking and devoted, but Marie 
could not give her heart twice. 

At her wedding she appeared icy 
cold. As she pronounced her mar- 
riage vows, she glanced toward the 
King, who honored the ceremony 
with his presence. 

‘For some years she seemed rea- 
sonably happy, and she bore the 
Prince three sons, but in 1672 she ran 
away from her husband and her chil- 
dren, took a ship which landed her 
on the coast of Provence, and began 
a strange wandering, a sort of senti- 
mental vagabondage. 

Of course she was thinking of 
Louis XIV, and hoping to see him 
again in Paris. To her long letters 
he replied gracefully, but Madame de 
Montespan, who now shared his life, 
was on guard against trouble. Marie 
was told to keep her distance. 

In the course of her wanderings 
she met Prince Colonna and was 
reconciled to him.—whatever that may 
mean. They did not resume life to- 
gether; she had two additional suitors. 

When Colonna died in 1689, he left 
a Statement that Marie was blame- 
less of any error she might have 
committed. She appreciated the gal- 
lantry, and held his memory in 
respectful affection. 

But her heart was still with her 
first love. When she was 66 and 
Louis a year older, she returned to 
Paris with his permission. Doubtless 
they both hoped to meet once more, 
but at the last minute their common 
sense forbade such a mistake. 

She had lost her beauty. He was 
a battered old man, groomed by valets 
before he made any appearances. 

Marie died at Pisa in 1715. For 
her tomb in the Church of St. 
Sepulchre she wrote her own epitaph: 

“Marie Mancini Colonna 
Cendres. et poussiere.” 
(Ashes and dust)

he collapsed from two bullet wounds 
in the abdomen.” 

The lone-wolf burglar, identified as 
James Willis, died from his wounds. 
In his pockets was a key which led 
officers to a warehouse in South Los 
Angeles and $75,000 in loot. Among 
it was the Valentino ring. 

Los Angeles papers came out with 
two and three column pictures of the 
ring and with such headlines as “Val- 
entino’s Ring Found Among Dead 
Burglar’s Effects,” “Who Can Claim 
Valentino Ring?,” “Screen Lover’s 
Ring Discovered.” 

Barnett went down and claimed 
the ring and recovered everything 
else that had been taken from his 
house. And thus the silver band be- 
came known as.a lucky ring. 

“If the ring hadn't shown up,” said 
Barnett, “I wouldn't even have known 
that the other stuff was there.” 

Superstitious -Hollywood always 
loves good luck trinkets. Some time 
later, Cowboy Star Gene Autry was in 
a dispute with the Republic Studio. 
He filed suit to break his contract. 

“How about that ring of Valen- 
tino’s?” he asked the publicity man. 
“Let me wear it.” 

Gene wore the ring during the first 
trial of his suit against the studio, 
which eventually resulted in his de- 
parture from Republic. 

After World War II the ring came 
into possession of Actor Robert Arm- 
strong, who eventually sent it to a 
Mrs. Cooper, of Chicago, long a col- 
lector of Valentino relics. 

She, in turn, sent it back to Hol- 
lywood..to James Gleason, following 
the death of his wife, Lucille. 

There is no great intrinsic value 
to the ring, and nobody knows if it 
is even an authentic souvenir of the 
screen’s great lover.

EN the late Rudolph Valen- 
tino’s effects were auctioned 
off in December, 1926, items 


put on the block included emeralds, 
rubies and sapphires set in pins and 
rings and were valued by Executor 5. 
George Ullman at $50,000. 

What happened to these jewels 
after their sale is not known today. 

But a simple silver ring, which 
may not even have belonged to Valen- 
tino, has helped keep alive the mem- 
ory of the handsome Italian boy with 
the hypnotic smouldering eyes, who 
rose from sweeping out halls in New 
York to become a $1,000,000 a year 
movie star and to be known as the 
greatest lover of the screen before his 
untimely death at the age of 31. 

The ring, a modest silver band, 
was found by movie starlet Rochelle 
Hudson in 1939, 13 years after. Val- 
entino’s death. 

Miss Hudson and her husband (at 


that time) Harold Thompson were 
hiking in the hills above Falcon’s 
Lair, the 16-room hill-top home oc- 


cupied by Valentino at the peak of 
his fabulous career. The glint of a 
small object in the path caught the 
starlet’s eye. 

She picked it up and saw that it 
wes a tarnished silver ring. The 
Hollywood couple speculated briefly 
on how it happened to be there. With- 
out giving it further thought. Ro. 
che'le put the band in her pocket and 
continued the hike. 

Later that day Rochelle tossed the 
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ring on her dresser and forgot about 
it. It was found by a maid who 
cleaned it with silver polish. As the 
maid was rubbing the inside of the 
band, she gasped at the words which 
began to be legible through the cor- 
rosion-—“Rudy Valentino-——’24.” 

The maid excitedly showed the 
discovery to Miss Hudson. However, 
the actress was too young to have 
known much about the greatest of all 
screen lovers. She had seen only one 
of his pictures and couldn't remem- 


ber the name of that. 
Her husband suggested that Ro- 
chelle offer the find to the myste- 


rious “Woman in Black” who, legend 
said, always made a pilgrimage to 
Valentino’s crypt on Memorial Day. 

Rochelle ran the .following ad in 
the classified section of the Los An- 
geles Examiner: “Ring found, man’s, 
bearing inscription, ‘Rudy Valentino 

24.’ 

“If the mysterious veiled woman 
who has made an annual trip to Val- 
entino’s grave can identify herself, I 
will gladly make a present of the ring 
to her. Box H9284.” 

The ad first appeared on Tuesday, 
December 5, 1939, and ran for three 
days. Not an answer came to the box 
number, although a reporter, reading 
the ad, had given it additional pub- 
licity by a story in the news section 
of the paper. 

Miss Hudson was surprised. 

“I expected that at least 50 people 
would claim to be the ‘mystery wom-

an’,” she said. “Even 
such an actual person, 

thought some of Rudy’s 
would try to get the ring.” 

A short time later, Rochelle gave 
the ring to a publicity man, Bev Bar- 
nett, who made further efforts to find 
the “Woman in Black” without suc- 
cess. Giving up the search, he put 
the ring in a dresser drawer in his 
home. 

In February of 1940, Barnett’s 
home was robbed and the Valentino 
ring was among the missing things. 
The ring’s history began to get even 
more interesting from this time on. 

On October 29, 1940, a neighbor 
came to the home of Los Angeles Po- 
lice Officer William F. Molle and re- 
ported that someone was trying to 
break into her house. Molle went 
to investigate and, in the rear of the 
house, he suddenly was fired upon by 
the bandit. The officer emptied his 
service revolver at the fleeing man 
and chased him down the street. 

Policeman Molle testified later: 

“He ran right_past my wife, Helen, 
who was Standing on our front lawn. 
My gun was empty, so I couldn’t have 
projected her. As I ran past her 
she handed me another gun. 

“T caught the man, shoved it in 
his back and he choked: ‘Don't shoot 
me any more. I've got enough.’ Then

If it did belong to him, where did 
he get it? Did one of his wives or 
feminine admirers give it to him? 
Jean Acker, his first wife, has said 
she knows nothing of it. But then 
the inscribed date, ‘24, was after 
their marriage had been broken up. 

Rudy married Winifred Hudnut, 
known on the screen as Natacha 
Rambova, in Mexicali, Mexico, on 
May 14, 1922. A few days later, the 
famous bigamy charges hit the head- 
lines because Valentino’s divorce 
from Jean Acker was not due to be 
final until March 11, 1923. 

The excitement died down when 
Valentino and his exotic bride said 
they would not live together in Cali- 
fornia until they could be re- 
married, 

They did go through with the sec- 
ond* ceremony in Crown Point, Ind. 
This was in 1923. 

In 1924, the date on the ring, 
Rudy and Natacha were living, like 
many other stars, in Whitley Heights, 
in' the hills above Hollywood. 

Whether it ever belonged to him 
or not, the ring has done more to 
keep alive the memory of Valentino 
than any of his treasures that went 
under the auctioneer’s hammer. 

It probably will keep cropping up 
again as long as Hollywood believes 
in good luck.

She was one of the lucky debu- 
tantes to make a bow at the Boston 
Cotillion, the Mecca for offspring of 
socially alert mothers. 

For her debut year, bouffant bro- 
caded gowns were ordered from the 
most fashionable designers at $600 an 
item. Betty had jewels—not too many 
—for that would have been imappro- 
priate for the Proper Debutante, but 
dresses, shoes, gloves, hats, furs and 
lacy unmentionables by the dozens. 
And, always, of course, the inevitable 
string of beaux. 

Then at their N mansion, 
her parents staged a ball that im- 
pressed even the blase habittes of 
that Gold Coast. 

Under a pink and white silk circus 
tent (kmown in polite circles as a 
marquee), 700 guests danced te two 
name bands, drank dozens of cases 
of French champagne and Scotch 
whisky and ate great quantities of 
caviar, roast beef, planked salmon 
and other delicacies. 


Alene With Her Wedding Presents 
Betty Tyson Lyeth Looked Back at 
What 24 Months Had Brought — 
A Debut, Marriage, Motherhood 
and Separation 


In the streets outside, crowds of 
onlookers gathered and gaped as at 
a Hollywood premiere. Some tried 
to sneak under the tent flaps around 
the grounds, but were discouraged by 
a squad of police and plainclothes- 
men. It was the first large dance in 
Newport after the war, and has not 
been overshadowed since. 

After her Newport triumph, Betty 
went to Washington and shared hon- 
ors with the President’s daughter, 
Margaret Truman, at a dance given 
by her aunt, Mrs. Mesta. 

She met Johnny Lyeth, son of a 
New York attorney, while she was on 
a visit to New York. Johnny was tall, 
good-looking, and knew how to do the 
rumba, Like Betty, he’d gone to the 
“right schools”—Middlesex Prepara- 
tory School, Harvard University and 
the Stephens Institute of Technology. 

At the beginning of the war he 
operated his own aviation school for 
instrument fliers for the air forces 
and turned out 500 pilots with mstru- 
ment ratings.

Betty had wanted a career on the 
stage, but almost before she knew 
what had happened, she found herself 
planning quite another show—a show 
in which she'd be the star.

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York caterer sent up a four-tiered 
wedding cake, crowned with a tem- 
ple of love. 

Johnny’s wealthy parents _pre- 
sented them with a home in Grosse 
Pointe, fashionable suburb of Detroit, 
as a wedding present. 

Despite the difficulties at that 
time of obtaining refrigerators, vac- 
uum cleaners. and other household 
equipment, Betty and her bridegroom 
set up housekeeping in a perfectly 
furnished love nest, complete from 
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washing machine to the last dozen 
monogrammed silk pillow slips. 

In his early 30s, John was going 
to work for his father. The Lyeth 
family has long been known in big 
lumber operations in Michigan, but 
the elder Mr. Lyeth now is a 
nent admiralty lawyer with offices in 
New York. Betty was 19, and the 
future looked bright as a sequin. 

Surely, all their friends thought, 
here was a fortunate couple who 
should realize the ideal ending of 
every true love story by living hap 
pily, happily ever after. 

But something went wrong. Some- 
thing was lacking. It wasn’t long 
before Betty and Johnny demon- 
strated*all over again that money 
just won’t buy happiness.

“I Married 55 Nice Women," Boasted Raymond 

La Ra Viere, but His Arrogance Wilted When 

Some of the Women He Had Wooed, Wed and 
Fleeced Rose Up to Denounce Him 


to the 44-year-old bigamist’s bedside 
resumed the trial right there. 

In a voice barely audible, La Ra 
Viere pleaded guilty to swindling 
three Minneapolis women of amounts 
varying from $600 to $1,200 and said 
he was ready to die in peace. 

He told the judge he regretted all 
the trouble he had caused. 

“I married 55 nice women,” he 
said. “Please tell them all I’m sorry.” 

However, the suicide attempt failed 
and on January 14, he was taken back 
to the courtroom to be sentenced to 
eight years in the Federal prison at 
Leavenworth, Kan. 

Before he went, however, he pro- 
duced the little “red book”’ which told 
of his astonishing career as an inter- 
national bigamist and swindler. 

It described methods by which he 
was able to meet and marry women 
from Paris, London, New York and 
practically every important city in the 
United States. The book listed the 
names and the amounts of money he 
got from his victims. It added foot- 
notes such as this one: 

“Married the Connecticut woman 
but she slipped and broke her arm 
after the ceremony.” 

La Ra Viere’s romantic approach

t he would register at a lead- 
ing hotel in a city and then insert 
this ad in a local newspaper: 


“Gentleman wants room in private 
home.” 

Invariably several replies would 
come in but La Ra Viere nearly al- 
ways selected. the home of a widow. 

His charm seldom failed and with- 
in a few days he had married his 
landlady. Then would follow’ the 
transfer of bank funds and other 
valuables, a short honeymoon, and 
disappearance. 

The case which brought about his 
downfall was handled like the others 
but Mrs. Barbara Kichler, 56-year-old 
St. Paul widow, didn’t accept her hus- 
band’s disappearance as did all the 
rest of the embarrassed and timid 
victims who were too ashamed to 
report to authorities. 

La”Ra Viere’s courtship of Mrs. 
Kichler was a two-day whirlwind 
romance following the usual news- 
paper ad. 

Posing as a “Mr. Hurley” he moved 
into the home of the widow on March 
11, 1947. Two days later, he and 
Mrs. Kichler were married in Sioux 
Falls, S. D., and returned to St. Paul 
the following day. 

The new “Mrs. Hurley,” happy as 
any bride should be, withdrew $9,300 
from a safety deposit box in a St. 
Paul bank and turned it over to the 
groom. “Mr. Hurley” explained that 
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he was an engineer from Alaska, and 
that all his funds were tied up. 

They left St. Paul within a few 
days for a honeymoon trip to New 
York. While on the train, the bride 
handed over three rings and a wrist- 
watch for safe keeping. 

When they stopped in Chicago to 
change trains, La Ra Viere told his 
wife to wait for him in the railroad 
station while he made plans for the 
transfer for their luggage to another 
depot. 

That was the last time she saw the 
handsome “engineer” who had prom- 
ised they would soon live in his lovely 
home on the outskirts of Fairbanks. 

Mrs. Kichler returned home and 
went direct to the police. Eight 
months later, on November 20, Kich- 
ler was arrested in Minneapolis driv- 
ing a new $5,000 automobile. 

Newspaper accounts of his arrest 
brought a dozen women to St. Paul 
who told similar stories of courtships 
and desertions by La Ra Viere. 

Following his arrest, La Ra Viere 
maintained his innocence for a time 
but when the web of evidence closed 
around him he decided to make use 
of the phial of poison he had carried 
in his heel for months, against the 
hour when his trail of marriages 
would end. 

As his amazing career unfolded, 
police were reminded of the case of 
Johann Adolph Hoch, the 48-year-old 
Chicago man who inserted ads in 
newspapers seeking a quiet, home- 
loving widow to marry. He also car- 
ried a phial of poison but it was filled 
with arsenic for his victims. He 
married and murdered eight before 
he was finally caught and hanged. 

«The “Rambling Romeo” wasn’t so 
desperate but his career seems defi- 
nitely at an end, just the same. When 
he finishes his time in Leavenworth - 
at least half a dozen other states 
want him for prosecution. 
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STEER. all of two years old and, 
R you'd think, too young to have 

problems, sat in the corner of his 
crib, forlorn and sad; he just stared 
at the blank hospital wall. 

A -nurse, starched and efficient, 
came and fed him; Buster neither 
smuled nor cried. A doctor, not un- 
kind but brusque, gave him a routine 
examination. Buster, huddled in his 
corner, cringed a little, but made no 
sound, His eyes didn’t move.

volunteers—the list is still growing 
and began operations. 

Their worst problem, they quickly 
found, was the scores of lonely and 
frightened children who were so re: 
pressed that they refused to laugh, 
cry, run’ about or even smile. Many 
were abandoned, others came from 
poverty-stricken families who had no 
time to visit them. 

“You don't have to know psy- 
chology, just children, to figure out 
why they were so quiet,” Mrs. Alex- 
ander, who has three boys of her own, 
explained.

Jackie presented another problem. 
He’d never been noticed much around 
his home in the slums, and when he 
was brought to the hospital and his 
leg amputated, he found himself the 
object of attention. Long after the 
scar had healed, Johnny would wince 
with simulated pain to get the sym- 
pathy he had never known before. 

The trouble was, Jackie wanted no 
crutches, no artificial limb—just at- 
tention. 

The Substitute Mothers inveigled 
him into playing games, requiring a 
little motion but so interesting that 
he sometimes forget to wince.

HE nurse, clad in a bathing suit, 
T stepped into the half-filled bath- 

tub. At a word from Sir Bernard 
Spilsbury, tall and imperturbable, she 
lay down, her head above water. 

The court officials and detectives, 
watching the experiment, shook their 
heads. It couldn't be done, they said. 
They were referring to Sir Bernard’s 
flat statement that he would prove 
George Smith had forcibly drowned 
his third wife in her bathtub, without 
leaving marks of physical violence. 

' Smith, whose two previous wives 
had died as the result of “fainting 
spells” while bathing, had triumphant- 
ly pointed to the fact that no part of 
her body bore a sign of injury. Could 


he have held her head under water 
without leaving finger marks, he had 
demanded? 

Now the colleagues of Sir Ber- 
nard, senior pathologist of Britain’s 
Home Office, were gathered, skepti- 
cally, to see him confound the accused. 

“Ready, gentlemen?” asked Sir 
Bernard. They nodded. Deftly he 
reached down, seized the nurse’s feet 
and flipped her legs to a vertical posi- 
tion. Her head shot under water. She 
struggled unavailingly to reach air. 
It took 15 minutes to resuscitate her. 

As a result of Sir Bernard’s novel 
deductive reasoning, George Smith 
went to the gallows and the “Brides 
of the Bath” case went into the files 
as further. justification of the doctor's 
unique, almost legendary, reputation 
in the annals of English crime. 

When Sir Bernard took his own 
life by gas recently at the age of 70, 
he left behind him a record of bril- 
liant crime analysis that out-rivaled 
fiction. He was the medical sleuth 
par excellence, the actual counterpart, 
both physically and mentally,” of 
many literary detective heroes. 

Suave, sharp-eyed, ultra-polite, he 
gave his court testimony in precise, 
matter-of-fact speech, belying the dra- 
matic denouement he usually had con- 
ceived to clinch the government’s 
case. Imaginative to the extreme, he 
built up damning evidence through 
bold deductions. 

He was never shaken on the wit- 
ness stand. If opposing counsel tried 
to upset his testimony he would shake 
his head gently and say: “No, it was 
this way,” and repeat himself. 

* By an odd coincidence, Walter 
Dew, 84, retired inspector of Scotland 
Yard, died the day before Sir Bernard 
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committed suicide. Both Dew and the 
renowned pathologist got their first 
grip on fame through the notorious 
Crippen case in 1910. 

Hawley Harvey Crippen, an Amer- 
ican physician living in London, fled 
when police became suspicious of the 
disappearance of his wife, a music 
hall singer known as Belle Elmore. 

Dew, notified by wireless (the first 
time fledgling wireless had been used 
in a crime case) that a mysterious 
“John Robinson and son” were aboard 
a ship bound for Canada—boarded a 
fast liner and overtook the other ship 
as it reached the Canadian shore. Go- 
ing aboard in the guise of a pilot, 
Dew greeted “Robinson’’ with the aft- 
erwards famous: “Good - morning, 
Dr. Crippen.” 

Crippen and his,“son,” actually 
Crippen’s sweetheart, Ethel Le Neve, 
dressed in boy’s clothing, were re- 
turned to England, where Crippen 
faced trial for murder. 

Belle Elmore’s poisoned body had 
been found buried in quicklime under 
Crippen’s cellar. It was in such con. 
dition that identification at first 
seemed impossible. 

Sir Bernard persevered until he 
found a small piece of skin, only six 
inches square, bearing the scar of an 
operation. He proved from the scar 
that the body was Belle’s. Crippen 
was executed. 

In 1922, Norman Thorne reported 
he had found his sweetheart, Elsie 
Cameron, hanging in his: barn, ap- 
parently a suicide. “Her dead eyes 
stared into mine,” Thorne, grief- 
stricken, told police. 

“Dead eyes do not stare, 


mused 


Sir Dernard. 
and glassy.” 

R. M, Bronte, another pathologist, 
identified two marks on the neck as 
having been made by a rope and Ssup- 
ported the suicide theory. Sir Ber- 
nard proved the marks were natural 
creases. He also proved that Thorne 
had killed his sweetheart with a blow 
from an Indian club, strung her up 
briefly, then cut her down. ‘Thorne 
was executed. 

In 1930 Mrs. Rosaline Fox, an eld- 
erly invalid, died in a hotel fire at 
Margate, The death was listed an ac- 
cident and her son, Sydney, wept as 
her charred’ body was buried. But in- 
surance companies became suspicious 
when he sought to collect. 

The body was exhumed and Sir 
Bernard called in. He made methodi- 
cal microscopic examination of all or- 
gans and discovered what other pa- 
thologists had not thought of looking 
for_-there was no carbon monoxide 
in the blood and no trace of soot in 
the lungs or windpipe. It was obvi- 
ous, said Sir Bernard, that Mrs, Fox 
was strangled before fire broke out 
in her room.

Son of a manufacturing chemist 
of Birmingham, he took his medical 
degree at Oxford and interned at St. 
Mary's Hospital, London. He devoted 
his time to the dissecting room and 
soon developed new, progressive ideas 
in clue detection. 

He became an expert in the effect 
of poisons on human tissue. His revo- 
lutionary methods were often chal- 
lenged but never disproved.

Finger by Way of One Short Block in Midtown 
New York —One of America's Richest 


Trading Posts

y HAT a beautiful stone!” the gir] friend 
NY/ says. “Where did it come from?” 


She means from what jewelry 
store, and you tell her, not realizing that the 
wanderings of any diamond before it reaches a 
wearer easily may be one of the most interesting 
stories in the world. 

Mathematically, the chances are that your dia- 
mond was dug by a Kaffir out of the depths of a 
South African mine, that it spent some months 
or years in the London vaults of the Diamond 
Trading Company, which controls 96 per cent of 
the world’s output, and that it eventually found 
its way to a mid-Manhattan side street which is 
now the busiest diamond market on the globe. 

Perhaps it enabled someone to escape the 
clutches of the Nazis, and even if it didn’t, it 
owes part ofits increased cost to the fact that so 
many others did. Diamond values vary extremely, 
depending on what might be called the personality 
of each separate stone, but by and large a diamond 
that would have cost $250 per carat ten years ago 
is worth $750 per carat today. 

Because individual diamonds are almost as dis- 
tinctive as fingerprints, they can’t be classified in 
wholesale lots. That’s why so strange a market 
can exist as the one in West 47th St. between 
Fifth and Sixth avenues in New York City. 

It’s a commonplace block,’ with a hotel here, 
a sandwich counter there, a railroad ticket office, 
a bootmaker’s shop and the usual brownstones 
sandwiched between the usual skyscrapers. But 
in there also are 354 firms that deal in diamonds 

buyers and sellers, cutters and casters, mounters 
and wroughters—many of them employing hun- 
dreds of people and occupying several floors. 

That doesn’t include the myriad sidewalk 
brokers who have ne offices but do their business 
along the block in the doorways, the lobbies, the 
recessed lunch bars and along the curbstone. 

That equally nondescript character beside the 
broker is a trader waiting for his decision. The 
inspection continues. The diamond is twisted and 
turned in the sun as though the prospective buyer 
were memorizing the angle of every facet. Still 
he isn’t satisfied. He calls to another idler. 

“Come here, M. J.; take a look.” 

M. J., over-stuffed, tousle-haired, ambles over 
and squints through the glass. His only com- 
ment is a grunt, but it must be a favorable 
answer because the buyer makes an offer. There 
is some haggling and then the trader says “Mazel 
bruche.” They shake hands and the deal is on. 

“Mazel bruche,” an expression that originated 
in Antwerp more than a century ago, literally 
means “It’s a deal.” On Diamond Street it’s more 
binding than a signature. 

That sort of thing has been going on since the 
first diamond centers were established in Antwerp 
and Amsterdam in the 15th century. When the 
trade invaded America it was concentrated in 
Maiden Lane in the lower tip of Manhattan. Not 
long after the turn of the century it moved some- 
what uptown to the Bowery, where seven large 
bulldings still house a diamond market. 

When the Diamond Dealers Club (1,000 mem.- 
bers) moved to 47th St. in 1942, the shift became 
official. The club, like another now established 
across the street, is really a trading center. 

Most dealers are afraid to do business with 
strangers for fear of receiving a stolen gem. 
Business begins about 10 A. M. and ends about 
3 P. M. Diamond merchants, like artists, can 
work only in the best of light.

being fo ced to eat spinach. Par- 
ents, on tle other hand, often feel 
. they are de ict in their duty if they 
don't feed the proverbially strength- 
giving spinach to their youngsters. 

The latest nutritional and medical 
studies indicate that the children who 
protest against the disputed veretable 
are not all wrong, although there is 
no question that they do need abun- 
dant green vegetables in their diet. 

The controversy over spinach, 
with chil“ren on one side and parents 
on the o’her, has stimulated import- 
ant discoveries beneficial for grown. 
ups es wel as youngsters. 

The ovestion is far broader than 
spinach; it embraces a whole array of 
the most valued green vegetables, 
even fruits and other foodstuffs. 
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tables, and certain nuts. 
Therefore, if spinach and other 


Prof. Thurman B. Rice of the Uni- 
versity of Indiana expressed his opin- 
jon of spinach not long ago with the 
succinct comment: 

“We should feed the spinach to 
the cows and drink the milk only— 
only the cows won't eat spinach.” 

Professor Rice’s remark was 
meant only as a jest, but it was taken 
seriously and repeated all over. 

Now, in a special communication, 
he has added: 

“It*is prett? generally agreed, I 
believe, that spinach is not a good 
food, except that it is rather rich in 
certain “vitamins; however, there are 
other feods just as rich.” 

It turns out, however, that the best 
thing to do is to drink milk as well 
as eat spinach or some other equally 
valuable green vegetable. In fact, 
new scientific research is being 
directed toward establishing the 
proper balance between the consump- 
tion of vegetables like spinach and 
mijk, its products and other kindred 
foods. 

Apart from individual like or _dis- 
like of spinach or any other vege- 
table or fruit, prepared in one way 
or another, the real issue is about two 
chemicals——calcium and oxalic acid. 

Calcium, of course, is needed by 
the body. Oxalic acid, when taken into 
the body in large amounts, interferes 
with the assimilation and utilization 
ef calcium. Spinach happens to be 
one of the foods rich in oxalic acid. 
That is the basis of Dr. Rice’s remark 
about it. 
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it's Full of Valuable Vita- 
mins, but if the Taste Is 
Unpleasant-There Are 
Plenty of Other Nourishing 
Vegetables 


- But there are scores,.of other food- 
stuffs of daily eonsumption which 
have high content of oxalic acid; the 
list includes asparagus, green beans, 
beets, beet tops, rhubarb, Swiss chard, 
cabbage, chicory, endives, figs, apples, 
pineapples, chocolate, cocoa, black — 
and coffee. 

Why the youngsters sometimes re- 
volt against spinach may have little 
or nothing to do with the oxalic acid 
in this important vegetable. It is sig- 
nificent, of course, that in experi- 
ments with babies Dr. Katherine 
Davies, of Chicago, and the members* 
of the Riley Hospital staff, in Indian- 
Apolis, found that spinach is not a 
favorite dish in infancy. 

A variety of foods, including spin- 
ach, was placed in front of the babies. 
They were’ hungry and. were per- 
mitted to eat anything they wanted. 
In every case, after a taste of spinach, 
the child took no more of the vege. 
table. No report is yet available of 
Simuar tests with other foodstuffs 
rich in oxalic acid. 

In any case, not much reliance can 
be paced on human appetite, at any 
age, as a sufficient guide for the se- 
jection of necessary foods. Nutri- 
tional science has to aid man in learn- 
ing what to eat. This, however, does 
not mean that a particular foodstuff 
is to be forced upon anyone. 

Dr. Walter. C. Alvarez of Mayo 
Clinic and other medical authorities 
Say that individual likes and dislikes

for particular foods must. be -re- 
spected; what is agreeable to one per- 
son may cause allergy or other dis- 
turbance in another person. 

Prof, Henry C. Sherman, of 
Columbia, Dr. C. C. King, director of 
the Nutrition Foundation, New York, 
and other leading biochemists and 
nutritionists have urged everybody to 
eat fresh vegetables, especially the 
leafy variety, and fruits as much as 
possible. These natural foods are the 
source of vitamins and minerals and, 
to a lesser extent, of starch, sugar, 
fat, and protein. 

But if a particular vegetable, 
such as spinach, broccoli or tomato, 
is not agreeable to an individual, 
there is no reason to urge its con- 
sumption. 

Dr. Karl Menninger, famed psy- 
chiatrist of Topeka, tells of an other- 
wise intelligent father who slapped 
hard his three-year-old child’ every 
time the child said, “I can’t eat this 
oatmeal.” He has shown how distor- 
tion of personality, resulting in even 
serious mental disorders, can come 
from such high-handedness in child 
feeding. 

Among the minerals needed by the 
body, calcium occupies @ most impor- 
tant place. This mineral is necessary 
for the structure of the teeth and 
bones and in nervous and other bodily 
functions, Its best dietary sources 
are milk and milk products, cheese, 
ice cream, eggs, whole cereals, vege-

foods having high oxalic acid—which 
prevents the body from using calcium - 
—are eaten, they should be balanced 
by the of calcium-rich 
foods such as milk, cheese and eggs. 
Oxalic acid, in small amounts, ap- 
pears to be present or or formed within 
the body normally anyway. Prof. 
Clive M. McCay, Cornell University 
nutritional chemist, recently reported 
that he had found this acid, im edible 
foodstuffs such as rhubarb and spin- 
ach, somehow prevents the corrosion 
of tooth enamel by citrous and other 
acids in foods and drinks. 
The scientist recommends that 
rhubarb or spinach or any food rich 
in oxalic acid can be taken, provided 
ample amounts of milk or cheese are 
consumed. The best way is to eat 
the. two kinds of foods at different 
times; if rhubarb is eaten at break- 
fast, cheese is to be eaten at lunch. 
Thus the utilization of calcium is not 
obstructed by oxalic acid and the 
body profits from both chemcials. 
Professor McCoy believes’ that the 
possible shortage of calcium in chil- 
dren due to eating foods rich in oxalic 
acid has been exaggerated. The cal- 
cium reducing effect of oxalic acid 
is more dangerous to health in elderly 
persons, who need a great deal more 
calcium than has been thought.

O MAN is too big for Maurice Goldblatt to 
N see. There is no office into which, any day, 
he may not walk quietly. Usually he comes 
in—a spruce, quiet man of middle age—his man- 
ner mild, voice low, and this is strangely deceptive. 
In a moment he opens up, and it is as though 
a whirlwind had struck. His words beat upon 
you and his eyes transfix you. He tells the story 
of cancer, the story of its prevalence, of its peril, 
and of the scientific fight to learn its cause and 
cure. It is a terrible story, and he does not try 
to gloss over the iacts. 


He leans forward sometimes, and puts part of 


the story in questions, and this makes it seem 
more personal. 

“Do you know that cancer kills one out of 
every four Americans between the ages of 45 and 
65? Do you know it will kill 188,000 Americans 
this year? Do you know that some one in this 
country will die of it within three minutes? 
Twenty an hour die of it, and no age group is 
safe from it, not even children and babies.” 

Mr. Goldblatt is the driving force behind the 
University of Chicago’s $5,150,000 buitding plan for 
cancer research, and of all the persons whose 
offices he has entered, to tell his graphic story, not 
one has declined to contribute to the plan. 

One reason is the story he tells; another, the 
immense magnetism of the man; and another is 
personal, for Mr. Goldblatt dedicated his life to 
cancer research aftef,his brother, Nathan, died 
of cancer a little over three years ago. 

The blow that felled Nathan Goldblatt. broke 
a tie between the brothers that had lasted half a 
century. They had started as store clerks and 
had built up a chain of 15 department stores doing 
a yearly business in excess of $90,000,000. 

When Nathan died, Maurice stepped out of 
active leadership in the business. He saw to it 
that the Goldblatt Brothers Foundation gave the 
first $1,000,000 to the university’s research pro- 
gram, and he said: 

“Now, cancer is my work.” 

His work up to that time had been selling 
goods at retail, and it began away back when he 
and Nathan were youths on Chicago’s Milwaukee 
avenue. ‘Their parents, as immigrants, had 


brought them to this country. Later, Nathan, at 
19, was making $8 a week selling shoes. Maurice, 
at 21, with two more years’. experience, was 
receiving $12.a week in the piece goods section 
of the same store. 

They saved their money, and after a while 
Maurice said: 

“Nate, maybe we can do better on our own. I 
mean a little store of our own.” 

“I think so, too,”’ said Nathan. 

“We'll take small profits, and turn over our 
stock,”’ Maurice said. “We ought to be able to 
pay the rent and have something left over— 
more than we’re getting as clerks.” 

They rented for $65 a month a shop with a 24- 
foot frontage on Chicago and Ashland avenues 
and bought 10,000 yards of gingham at five 
cents a yard. 

“It’s been retailing for ten cents,” Maurice said. 
“We'll sell it for five and a half.” Their customers 
saw a bargain. Within a week the stock was sold. 

In those days, wholesalers gave 70-day credit. 
The $550 proceeds from the $500 investment in 
gingham were turned over several times before 
payment of the original bill was due. 

Then the Goldblatts made a move that was 
characteristic of them through all the long way to 
success. They paid promptly and began to 
estahlish a credit rating. The time came later 
when a credit rating staved off complete disaster. 

Sitting behind his desk in the greatest of 
Goldblatt stores, a vast enterprise on Chicago’s 
famous State street, Maurice Goldblatt the other 
day recalled the rigors of the time of pioneering. 

“The store was open from 5:30 in the morning 
until 12 at night,” he said. “We didn’t know 
Sundays and holidays. We slept in the store. The 
business was everything. The ideal, as it always 
has been, was to show the people what we could 
do for them by selling at the closest possible 
margin of profit.” 

Soon after they started, they hired two girl 
employes. The girls didn’t have to do any work 
the partners didn’t do. 

“I'd say, ‘Let’s sweep out, and sometimes I’d 
do it and sometimes one of the girls would do it,’ ” 
Maurice remembered the other day. “They were 
as loyal to the store as we were.” 

It was hard work, and there were ups and 
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downs. But Maurice seemed to have the same 
genius for salesmanship, and planning, that he 
has now for driving home the story of cancer. 

By the end of the year, the little store had 
done a $15,000 busimess. In three years the 
origina! store had doubled and redoubled. In 1920, 
six years after the start, sales reached $225,000, 
and two younger brothers, Joel and Louis, were 
working in the business during school vacation. 

“The worst break we ever had came in 1927,” 
Maurice Goldblatt said. “Our original store had 
been greatly expanded and we intended to build 
another large addition on a vacant lot at one side, 
The excavation had been made when, one after- 
noon, the catastrophe happened. 

“The shoring of the walls next to the excava- 
tion began to give way. The whole four-story 
building began to crackle and rumble. Quick ob- 
servance by Louis and his immediate warning 
hurried everyone out. Everyone hurried out ex- 
cepting one clerk, who fainted. Fortunately, Louis 
ran back and carried her out, thus averting any 
casualty. 

“He had hardly got her outside when the whole 
building bulged and sagged and leaned and col- 
lapsed into a huge heap of rubble.” 


HE stare was uninsured for such a disaster. 

Most of the stock was ruined. But the dust had 
scarcely settled before’ salvaged goods: were on 
sale on the streét in front of the wreckage and 
Maurice was talking to his banker. 

His reputation for enterprise and his good 
credit rating stood him in good stead then. The 
banker doubled his credit. Maurice went down 
to the wholesale district and began buying more 
merchandise than ever before. On the side of 
the wreck, and on the vacant lot adjoining, a new 
and bigger Goldblatt store went up. 

That was the brothers’ closest brush with fail- 
ure. After that the business kept on growing. 
New stores were opened in Chicago and suburban 
areas and they prospered. 

They weathered the depression, and in the later 
1930s and early 1940s Maurice and Nathan were 
rich. Through all the years they had been in- 
separable; sleeping together as youngsters; al- 
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ways together as busimess men; getting married 
in a double w , 

And, finally, having grewn rich together they 
decided to dispose of some of their money. 

They founded the Goléblatt Brothers Founda- 
tion to administer their charitable contributions. 

“We intended te provide the money mostly for 
medical ” Maurice Goldblatt said. “Our 
father and mother had died of heart disease and 
we thought we would want to make mos‘ 


of the contributions to a study of that problem. 


Then in 1944 something happened to change 
It came without warning and it was 
invincible. 

“We didn’t know about it until it was there,” 

Maurice said. “We didn’t suspect it. Then it was 
this—Nate had an inoperable cancer.” 
_ Nathan Goldblatt, in his prime, died of cancer, 
and Maurice began a new way of life. He turned 
over the active management of the business to his 
younger brothers, Joel and Louis, and he had a 
survey nfade to determine what he could best do 
with Goldblatt Foundation funds.. 

The answer came back: “Put it into cancer 
research.” 

Maurice wanted to do that, anyway, for he 
found the cancer problem the greatest of medical 
challenges. He found everywhere a need for 
technicians, a need for financial backing of scien- 
tists willing to tackle the problem. 

At the University-of Chicago he discovered a 
great medical research center, backed by distin- 
guished scientists in non-medical fields. The non- 
medical scientists and the doctors already were 
conducting a broad-scale study of cancer, the 
university wanted funds for a great build 
program. 

“IT said to them, at the university, ‘Gentle 
the Goldblatt Foundation will give you $1,000,000 
Now tell me how much you need and what you 
hope to do with it. I will raise it for you.’” 

The university authorities were not used to 
such directness, nor what was to follow when 
Maurice said: “We will organize the plan like a 
department store.” 

By that, he said, he meant a Board of Trustees, 
officers, and departments, each to serve a particu- 
lar purpose. 

He then became the moving force in organi 
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ing the University of Chicago Cancer Research 
Foundation, with its coordination of resources 
through 17 departments. P 

Chairman of the cancer board is Dr. Charles 
B. Huggans, Professor of Surgery, a name known 
all over the world in cancer research. Other 
famous men are there, too, and the goal of the 
~9* “ea of which Mr. Goldblatt is president, 
is this: 

Nathan Goldblatt Memorial Cancer Research 
Hospital, $1,600,000. 

Isotope laboratory, $2,000,000. 

170-inch cyclotron, $1,550,000.

started the contributions. Now his office is a 
cancer research fund-raising headquarters. 

“I'm in a new world,” he said. “I won't rest 
until the goal is reached, and it won't be long. 

“I haven't had a refusal from any one who 
has given me a chance to tell my story. I’m 
simply giving them an opportunity to help in a 
wonderful fight that’s being fought for everyone. 
It’s the easiest selling I have ever done.” 

He doesn’t ask for little money. He's out for 
sizable contributions and a quick clean-up of the 
job. He says: 

“I get $5,000, $10,000 and $20,000 checks from 
individuals I never met. We have also had many 
bequests of $100,000. When they know the facts 

that the fight ts for them and everybody. -they 
want to give.” 

One wealthy man said he would make a big 
bequest to the work in his will. 

“You don’t want this work, possibly, to do you 
yourself, some good?”. Mr. Goldblatt asked. The 
man said he would give now. 

He has strolled in on individuals and business 
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chiefs. Now he is out for contributions from 
industrialists and bankers. 

“They give it with pleasure,” he said. 

“With me, the work is my life. I have been 
lucky. I don’t want any more money. All I 
want to do is see cancer beaten. I am going to 
give the rest of my life to the fight to conquer 
cancer.” 


EANWHILE, the Research Foundation is push- 

ing plans for its building program. Actual 
construction of the first unit of the Nathan Gold- 
blatt Memorial Hospital gets under way this year. 
This will be the nucleus of the great construction 
program. 

The building which will house the cyclotron 
is now under construction and the cyclotron is 
being assembled. 

The extent of the work ahead is indicated by 
Ernest Cadman Colwell, president of the univer- 
sity’s Central Administration: 

“Much has been learned about the nature of 
cancer and advances have been made in methods 
of treatment,” he said. “But too little is known 
about its cause. Until we understand its funda- 
mental biological character, cancer will remain 
the great challenge to medical science. The Uni- 
versity of Chicago has resolved to do all that it 
can to meet this challenge.”

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ODDS-You Lose

NE thing is as certain as death 
© and taxes--that you'll lose 

your shirt if you're inclined to 
gamble and make very many bets 
against someone who knows more 
about odds than you do, 

You're walking down the street 
with him and he says, very casually: 

“Speaking of cars, I'll bet you 
that out of the first 20 cars that pass 
us, the license numbers of at least 
two will end with the same two 
digits.”’ 

It's easy enough to figure out that 
there are a hundred possible com- 
binations of two numerals, so it looks 
as though he has much the worse of 
the wager. But don't bet very much 
unless you're in a generous mood be- 
cause the odds are 7 to 1 in his favor! 

To keep the reading public from 
being caught in innumerable such 
pitfalls, Oswald Jacoby, the bridge 
and poker expert and professional! 
Statistician, has written a book titled 
“How to Figure the Odds.”’* 

If vou want to go into the mathe. 
matics involved, the book gives the 
formula, but you can take,gJacoby’'s 
word for it that the odds are already 
in favor of the gambler when only 
13 cars have passed. On the other 
hand, if the gambler offers to bet 
that any two-digit number you might 
name is not at the end of the first 53O 
licenses, don’t take it. The odds are 
3 to 2 against you. 

The difference is that you are 
looking for a particular number in- 
stead of the numbers already re- 
corded. 

Birthdays work the same way. 
You can wager very safely that at 
least two persons out of the- first 
35 you ask will have the same birth- 
day (we tried it in the office and 
got a duplicate after the first 13) but 
if you try to find someone with the 
same birthday as yours, you'd need 
253 to have a good even money bet. 

There are four suits in a deck of 
cards and only one ace’in each suit, 
so theoretically it would take you 
13 tries to cut an ace. However, 
Jacoby says it’s even money that you 
can cut an ace in nine tries, provided 
you can leave out the card you cut 
each time. 

It’s two to one that you will turn 
up an ace, king or queen in three 
‘cards, and about the same that you 
will turn up an ace, king, queen, jack 
or ten in the fffst two cards. 

Most poker players _know that 
there is less than an even chance to 
get a pair in five cards, but if a 
gambler offers 6 to 5 that he can get 
a pair in six cards, don’t take it. The 
proper odds are almost 2 to 1. 

If you play draw poker you will 
have a pair every two and a half deals 
but it takes an average of 48 deals 
to produce three of a kind. Four of 
a kind come only once in 4,165 deals 
and a straight flush once in 64,974 
deals. 

Jacoby scoffs at the frequent re- 
ports of bridge hands with 13 cards 
in a suit. Mathematically, that hap- 
pens once every 159 billion deals, un- 
less somebody is monkeying around 
with the cards. He figures there are 
about 20,000,000 bridge players in the 
United States and that they play once 
a week, averaging 30 hands at a sit- 
tmg. That means 600,000,000 bridge 
hands per week, which indicates that 
once a year in the whole country 
somebody ought to get a 13-card suit. 

Although he does plenty of it 
himself, Jacoby doesn’t advise anyone 
to gamble. He thinks, however, that 
the lure of games of chance can be 
almost irresistible, as illustrated by 
the classic story of the cowboy en 
route to a gambling house who is 
told that the game is crooked. “I 
know that,” the cowboy replies, “but 
it’s the only game in town.” 

If you bet on something as simple 
as the flip of a coin, your chances 
ought to be about even, but a terrific 
amount of today’s gambling is done 
in games in which the house has a 
“take” or “edge” ranging from about

1% per cent.in craps to about 20 per 
cent in most lotteries. 

Suppose, for example, you play 
the horses, where the _ pari-mutuel 
take is about 15 per cent. Tables in 
Jacoby’s book show that if you make 
100 bets a year, you have roughly a 
5 per cént chance to win anything at 
all. The odds are about 125 to 1 that 
you wpn’'t win ten units ($2 or $5 or 
whatever you're accustomed to bet) 
and the chances of winning 20 units 
as a result of all your bets are more 
than 3,000 to 1 against you. 

Horse-owners go as far wrong as 
anybody else in betting, Jacoby says. 
He tells about the owner who was 
sure he had the best horse in the 
world and finally persuaded Earl 
Sande to ride it. When the horse 
came .in last—as usual—the owner 
rushed to the paddock and shrieked 
at Sande: 

“You had an opening a mile wide! 
Why didn’t you go ahead and win?” 

Sande thought for a moment and 
then asked: 

“What...and leave the horse?” 

Jacoby has no use at all for the 
numbers game, or racket, in which 
the house has a 40 per cent edge, or 
for slot machines, where the take in 
a public place is generally 50 to 75 
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per cent, but he saves plenty of 
venom for football cards the kind 
which lists about 25 games and pays 
250 to 1 if you can pick ten winners 
out of ten. You have one chance in 
1,025 of winning. 

The stock market is on Jacoby’s 
list of unwise games. If you want to 
invest $10,000 in good stocks and hang 
onto them, that’s all right with him, 
but if you want to use the same 
amount to play around in the market, 
he can offer figures to show that 
commissions and taxes make the per- 
centage definitely against you, and 
that even if you .make an occasional 
profit, the chances are in the long 
run that you are merely supporting 
your broker. 

Insurance cannot properly’ be 
called a gamble, but Jacoby has some 
advice on that: Take out a big 
liability policy on your car, since the 
premiums are only slightly higher 
than one, and take out 
straight life insurance. He's in favor 
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of travel, since, even from an insur- 
ance company’s standpoint, the stay- 
at-home has just about the same 
chance to slip in the bathtub or fal! 
down the cellar stairs as the traveler 
has to become involved in a serious 
accident. 
He feels 


that gamblers have a 


' definite place in life, if only for their 


entertainment value, and offers the 
story about the farmer who was ad- 
vising his son about gambling. 

“When I was about your age,” the 
farmer said, “I went to the World’s 
Fair. There was a young fellow 
there with a deck of cards. He 
walked up to me, shuffling the cards 
in his hands, and said: ‘Young fellow, 
I like your looks and I want to give 
you a chance to win some money from 
me. I will bet you five dollars that 
I can make the jack of spades step 
out of the pack, whistle the “Star- 
Spangled Banner” and punch you in 
the eye.’ I accepted the proposition, 
and I must say that I don’t really 
regret losing the five dollars, but it 
was awfully hard explaining the black 
eye to your mother.”

But trainer Harry Unna refused 
to accept the verdict. 

“Golden Prince will come back,” 
he said, “I have a new cure.” 

That prompted a grim smile, be- 
cause “cures” on the race tracks are 
a dime a dozen. Bermuda onions 
were put in stalls to prevent the 
spread of coughing through a barn, 
and bags of asafetida were hung up 
to keep horses from catching cold.

Deborah's Battle-Tried 
Luck Ran Out When She 
Was Shot in the Head 
and Thigh During a Minor 
Engagement Near 
Tarrytown.

T WAS four days before the musket 
volleys at Lexington signalized the 

start of the American Revolution, 
just 173 years ago. A pretty 15 
old girl who was the indentured ser- 
vant of a Massachusetts farmer, 
herself upon her straw cot, too tired 
to eat after a day of plowing. 

She fell asleep and dreamed— like 
Joan of Arc, the maid of Orjeans 
that she heard a voice calling upon 
her to take up arms and liberate her 
country from its foreign oppressors. 
As the result of that dream, she be 


came the first woman to disguise her- 


self as a man and fight in the United 
States military forces. 

The celebration of Army Day on 
April 6 recalls the extraordinary 
career of this girl, whose name was 
Deborah Sampson. Her Continental 
Army buddies called her the “smock- 
faced boy” because of her beardless- 
ness, but they never joked about her 
fighting ability. 

In Deborah’s dream a voice com- 
manded: “Arise. Gird yourself and 
— to encounter your enemy. 

e dream was repeated the fo!- 
lowing two nights. Each time she 
dreamed that she had no weapon but 
that when she obeyed the voice a

her younger brother to search for her. 
Deborah then wrote heft mother a let- 
ter which was a masterpiece of diplo- 
matic deception. She said: “I am in 
a large but well-regulated family. My 
employment is agreeable although 
somewhat different and more intense 
than it was at home 
: My superinten- 
dents are indulgent 
but demand a due ob- 
servation of decorum 
and propriety.” 
Deborah fought in 
many battles without 
suffering a wound, 
but her luck ran out 
in a minor engage- 
ment near Tarrytown 
where she was shot in 
the head and thigh. 
She begged to be left 
behind, writing later: 
“I considered this my 


as it must, I thought, 
lead to the discovery 
of my sex.” 

Her sex finally was 
discovered when she 
was put out of action 
by a malignant fever 
which was raging in 
Philadelphia in the 
summer of 1783. She 

was one of a force of 1,500 sent to 
Philadelphia to suppress a mutiny 
among American soldiers who had 
converged on the capital to demand 
their overdue pay. She recovered and 
was interviewed by General Wash. 
ington who gave her money to go 
home and arranged her discharge. 
She had fought like a man but when 
the general bluntly asked if she were 
a woman, she fainted.

weapon appeared at her feet. 

When news arrived that fighting 
had broken out at Lexington, April 
19, 1775, the farm girl knew her dream 
had been a prophecy of war and her 
personal summons to help the colon. 
ists gain their freedom. But like 
France’s Joan, she waited three years 
before she answered the call. 

On her 18th birthday, she _ bor- 
rowed some clothes from a young 
man and attempted to enlist in a 
near-by town. But her lack of con- 
fidence and her girlish voice gave 
her away and she was turned down 

Determined to follow her dream 
she set about learning masculine 
speech and mannerisms by frequent- 
ing taverns at night dressed like a 
boy. In the daytime she earned money 
by teaching school. 

F’or a time she led a strange double 
life in which she was ardently wooed 
by a wealthy suitor whom her mother 
wished her to marry but for whom 
She had no use. 

Finally, in April, 1781, a fortune 
teller failed to penetrate Deborah's 
masculine disguise and told the 
“young man” he was on the brink of 
a great adventure. So she confidently 
enlisted in the Fourth Massachusetts

Regiment, signing the first and mid- 
dle names of her elder brother, Rob- 
ert Shurtliffe, mtb went into battle. 

The “smock-faced boy” proved 
more than a match for the Redcoats 
and the Indians and once saved an 
English girl who was about to be 
burned at the stake by Oneida 
Indians, one of the few tribes to fight 
against the British. 

In one daring exploit, Sergeant 
Shurtliffe led a party which captured 
15 men and officers without firing a 
shot. Another time “he” captured an 
“Indian” single-handed in the woods 
near what is now Johnsburg, N. Y., 
took him to the commanding officer, 
and ripped off the prisoner’s shirt to 
reveal him as a painted Englishman. 

In her memoirs, written after the 
war, Deborah tells of her greatest 
thrill that of seeing General George 
Washington when she arrived before 
Yorktown on Sept, 28, 1781, 

She wrote of the siege Which 
“seemed to have torn open the sluices 
of human blood,” hard work in Me 
trenches, the taking of two formidable 
redoubts by storming parties and of 
Cornwallis’ surrender. : 

A short time after the battle of 
Yorktown she was Startled to hear 
her feminine name spoken near by 
and turned to see her ex-suitor talk- 
ing with some of her comrades. He 
did not see her and she learned that 
her worried mother had sent him and 
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Deborah was 


could not resume the restricted life 
of a woman, so she became a farm. 
hand, this time taking her younger 
brother’s name. 

But she hadn't counted on love. 
It was a new experience for her. As 
a soldier she had been pursued by 
infatuated girls who sent her love 
letters, a gold watch, and six linen 
shirts. Benjamin Gannett, a young 
farmer who was the object of her 
affections, was perplexed at the emo. 
tional reaction he felt to a,boy named 
Ephraim Sampson. 

Deborah decided to risk every- 
thing by baring the complete story 
of her past to the man she wanted 
to marry. He was greatly relieved 
to learn that “Ephraim” was a girl 
and promptly proposed marriage. 

In later years the Massachusetts 
legislature commended Deborah's 
heroism and awarded her 34 pounds, 
mentioning that during her fighting 
career she had “preserved the virtue 
and chastity of her sex, ensue 
and unblemished.” 

But the ironic postscript to her 
story was written after her death in 
1827, when her husband asked that 
his wife’s army pension be paid to 
him because he was ill and unable to 
work. By the time Congress finished 
arguing about his appeal he was dead 
and the pension went to the three 
children born to Benjamin Gannett 
and “Sergeant Robert Shurtliffe.”

OT since the celebrated Web- 
ster-Parkman case, a quarter 


of-a century eartier, had 

anything aroused such ex- 

citement in and about the 

ordinarily sedate city of 
Boston. Never before (or since) had a series of 
mysterious and atrocious assaults produced such 
ayeign ofterror in that populous seciion of New 
En vland. 

‘The catalog of horrors opened on a cold win- 
ter night, Dec. 5, 1873, near a lonely intersection, 
Upham ’s.

Instantly the noise stopped.

\Vith that he saw, at the fringe of the brief 
area of light cast by his lantern, a “cloaked 
figure” rise up out of the thicket. 

As Gresham stood there, momentarily trans- 
fixed, the figure fled into the darkness. 

Gresham took a few steps more and. 

Before him, in a small clearing, lay the body 
of a young woman. Most of hey clothes had been 
ripped off her, and her head had been crushed. 
Near by lay a heavy club. 

“Stop! Help! Murder!” Gresham shouted, tak- 
ing off in pursuit.

Within an hour of the Landre- 
gan murder, a girl named Sullivan was assaulted 
in Dorchester. Little became public about this 
particular crime because, although for a time 
her life was despaired of, the girl survived. 

By nighttall the next day, with the police un- 
able to turn up a single clue, panic began to grip 
the region. A homicidal maniac was at large. 

Where would he strike next? 

Several weeks later, while the police were 
still running in circles, still completely baffled, 
Bridget Landregan’s favorite boy friend, John 
Cahill, suddenly left for his native Ireland. 

Immediately detectives chased across the ocean 
after him, armed with extradition papers. Here, 
said the police, 4vas the break they had been 
praying for. However, upon his return to Boston, 
Cahill proved conclusively that he had been out 
of town on the night Bridget died. 


In the end the authorities apologized and pre- 
sented Cahill with a fresh ticket to his homeland. 

This new furore had hardly died down when 
a new outrage frightened the community. One 
Mary Tynam, described as “a girl of the town,” 
was found in her bed in Boston, horribly mangled, 
although still alive. She had been hit repeatedly’ 
with an ax. 

Mary Tynam lived for a full yeaYr, during 
which she never regained her senses sufficiently 
to give any information. She died in an asylum. 

Meanwhile, no trace of the monster.

Among them was five-year-old Mabel 
Young, who came escorted by her lavishly dressed 
aunt, Miss Augusta Hobbs. 

At 3:30, the children and such adults as had 
accompanied them began to leave. The ladies 
dallied somewhat, for the pastor, the Reverend 
Mr. Pentecost, was in attendance, and many felt 
that they should stop for a polite, ladylike word. 
Miss Hobbs was one of these; she paused among 
the group jn the rear of the church while her 
little niece dashed away toward the street. 

Suddenly Mabel was missing. 

One moment she was there, happy, carefree, 
cavorting among the friends of her age, and 
another moment she was ‘gone. 5 

Within a few minutes the place was in an up- 
roar. Miss Hobbs ran in and out, calling fran-

Suddenly one of the Bible class boys came 
rushing into the church, shouting, “We hear cries 
of a child coming from the tower!” 

Henry Hinman called to Sexton Thomas Piper 
to follow him, and raced for the gallery stairs, 
which led to the pigeon-infested belfry. But he 
found the tower door looked. 

“Tom, Tom, where are you?” he _ shouted. 
“Bring the keys!” 

Hinman dashed back down to the vestry. 

“Tom, why didn’t you come after me?” he 
exclaimed. “We need the key to the tower!” 

“I don’t carry any such key, Mr. Hinman,” 
said Piper. “Besides, the girl can't be up there. 
That door hasn't-been unlocked since last winter.” 

“Where do you keep the key?”

pIPER hastened off, only to report that the key 
was not in its accustomed place. “Someone 
must have taken it,” he added. 

By this time several youths had forced the 
door and made a ghastly discovery. 

They found Mabel in the belfry, dying. Her 
head had been smashed with what appeared to 
be a cricket bat, later found under a loose board. 

She was carried to a home across the avenue, 
then to her grandfather Hobbs’ house on East 
Chester Park. She died there the next morning. 

Meanwhile, Police Officer Stearns Barney had 
visited the church and talked with Henry Hinman. 
The Sunday School teacher furnished quite a deal 
of information about Sexton Piper, a rather mo- 
rose, close-mouthed young man of 26. 

“I must say he acted peculiarly while we were 
looking for the child,” said Hinman. “Instead 
of showing some interest, he acted, in my opinion, 
as though nothing were happening. I was in the 
vestry when he came in, and I must say I was 
amazed to see him start arranging the seats.” 

“I can see you don’t think much of him,” said 
the officer. 

“We have had some trouble with the fellow,” 
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Hinman replied, “Per one thing, he leers at the 
iris,” 

“Does he, indeed!” said Barney. 

“Also he drinks, and reads improper books.” 

“But would you say,” Barney asked, “that his 
behavior has been improper?” 

“No proper person,” Hinman told him, “leers 
at girls.” 

According to contemporary accounts, Thomas 
Piper was a handsome fellow “in a sinister fash. 
ion,” affecting a large black moustache that 
curled up at the ends.. He usually wore tight 
fitting gray striped trousers, a closely buttoned 
black coat, well polished boots and a_ white 
Kossuth hat: 

His job at the church was to ring the bell 
every Sunday morning at 11 o’clock. Then, when 
the carriages began to arrive, he would stand in 
the vestibule and greet the worshipers. 

Hinman told Barney that Piper often sat in 
the back of the church reading books “of an evil 
nature,” and that he kept a bottle of whisky and 
laudanum hidden under one of the rear pews. 

“Recently he was reprimanded,” said Hinman, 
“and he promised to mend his ways. However, 
I doubt that he has.” 


FFICER BARNEY sought out the sexton and 

asked him to accompany him to headquarters 
“to assist in the tnvestigation.” 7 

However, after only a few minutes’ question- 
ing, he was released and returned to the church 
with the remark: 

“Whenever anything happens in a church, they 
always suspect the sexton.” 

Back at the scene he encountered Chief of 
Police Savage, who asked him for his keys. Piper 
handed over a large ring of them, whereupon 
Savage climbed into the tower. 

Presently the chief rejoined Piper. 

“Mr. Piper,” he said, “youre uncer 
You told Hinman you couldn't find the key to 
the tower door, yet two of these keys fit the lock!” 

“IT never killed that little girl!”’ Piper exclaimed. 

Nevertheless he was marched off to jail. 

On Tuesday, ‘the 25th, he was escorted to the 
Hobbs home and confronted with the dead child. 
The police hoped this would cause him to break 
down and confess. But the only person who 
seemed affected was the child’s Aunt Augusta. 

One account reported that she took one look 
at Piper and “uttered a series of wild and pierce- 
ing screams, and when apparently about to faint, 
Was taken away by relatives of the family.” 


arrest.” 


The next day a coroner’s jury decided that the 
evidence “pointed to Thomas W. Piper as the 
‘person who inflicted the blows upon Mabel Young, 
causing her death.” 

Still protesting his innocence, Piper went on 
trial on Jan. 31, 1876, before Associate Justice 
James D. Colt. The prosecution was headed by 
Attorney General Train, while Edward P. Brown 
and Edward Avery represented the defendant. 

The witnesses included: 

Henry Hinman, who told of the sexton’s be- 
havior on the afternoon of the crime, and about 
his failure to produce the key to the trap door. 


HIEF SAVAGE, who stated that although Piper 

denied having any key to the door, two of those 
on the ring found in his pocket did fit the lock. 

A Shawmut Ave. provision dealer named Glea- 
son, who said that Piper had come to his store 
three days before the crime and sold him half 
a dozen pigeons for $2.10. Gleason said he had 
inquired where the pigeons came from, and 
Piper had replied, “Oh, I raise them in the church 
belfry.” (This to offset Piper’s statement that 
the door had not been opened since the previous 
winter.) 

A Bible class boy named Sawyer, who testified 
that he asked Piper if he could see the pigeons, 
a few minutes after the time of the murder, ‘and 
that Piper had brusquely replied, “No! What is 
the use? There is nothing but pigeons to be seen.” 

The stained cricket bat was produced in court, 
and several witnesses testified that they had seen 
it, several days before the crime, leaning against 
the side wall of the church vestibule. 

At one point in the proceedings, Prosecutor 
Train waved a whisky bottle in the defendant’s 
face and shouted, “Is that yours?” 

“That is a bottle I had at the church,” Piper 
replied. 

“Is that whisky there?” Train demanded. 

“It was when I had it.” 

“Is that the one you put laudanum in?” 

“Yes, sir. 

“and chloroform?” 

“It did have when I got it,” Piper replied. “TI 
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bought the chloroform one time when I had a 
severe pain,” 

The jury deliberated less than an hour before 
returning a verdict of guilty, and on April 19 his 
execution was set for the last Friday in May. 

On May 7 the doomed man summoned Attor- 
ney Brown to his cell and declared there were 
several things he wished to tell him. 

“First I want to tell you about Bridget Landre- 
gan,” he said, much to Brown's surprise. 

He said that on the night of that slaying he 
had been under the influence of whisky and 
laudanum. He said that he prepared a club-sev- 
eral days before “with which to murder someone.” 

“I saw the girl on the street and followed 
close behind her,” he went on. “Then in the woods 
I struck her. Immediately she fell down, so I 
struck her again, 

“While I was stooping over the body, I saw 
a man coming, so I started up and ran away. I 
got over the fence and ran toward the railroad. 

“While I was climbing up the bank at the 
railroad, someone called out to me, and I turned 
to go a roundabout course home. On the way, 
it oceurred to me that I had a knife in my pocket 
which might be recognized in some manner, so I 
threw it away. 

“That same evening, being dissatisfied, I made 
another assault on a girl.” 

“What about Mabel Young?” asked the attorney. 

“I have not got there yet,” he replied.

1878, he set fire first to Concord Hall, and then 
to a store in the same neighborhood. 

“The attack on Mary Tynam was also my 
doing,” Piper continued. “I had spent the night 
with her, and given her money. ,I didn’t like the 
idea of having to give her money, so I went up 
there later and beat her with the ax as she lay 
sleeping. Then I took the money and jumped 
out of the window. 

“When I got back to the church, I saw that 
there were spots on the ax. I washed it, scraped 
the stains with a penknife, and then buried it in 
the cellar of the church.” 

(Later police officers followed a diagram he 
had drawn, and found the ax, still stained, along 
with the penknife.) 

On the afternoon of May 23, 1875, Piper went 
on, he waved to the Sunday School children as they 
went by the sexton’s house, and when the Young 
child came along with her aunt, he strolled out 


and spoke to her while Miss Hobbs was chatting 
with a friend. He asked Mabel if she would like 
to see the pigeons after school and she had de- 
lightediy replied that she would. ! 

After Sunday School, she had run out to him, 
and he had taken her to the gallery via a side 
door. He had sent her on ahead while he picked 
up his bludgeon. 

Reaching the tower door, he had released the 
lock, and then they had climbed up the narrow 
Stairs to the landing below the bell deck. 

At this point his homicidal fury possessed him 
completely. 

His first reaction, then, was one of fear that 
he would be discovered. He left the body where 
it had fallen, and crept down to the lower floor. As 
he opened the gallery door a little, he heard a 
woman calling, “Mabel!” 

He quickly shut the door, and as he did so he 
heard a scream. The scream had come frpm the 
child he thought already dead. 

Piper related that he became panic-stricken. 
It did not occur to him to finish his ghastly busi- 
ness; thought only that he must put the child some 
place where her cries would not be heard. 


HEREFORE he picked her up and carried her to 

the tower. He held her under one arm while 
he unlocked the door with his key. He placed his 
victim on a coping in the tower room, never 
realizing that if Mabel screamed again she would 
be heard by everyone on the street below. 

Returning to the gallery floor of the tower, 
Piper went on, he hurried to a window that looked 
out on an alley. He saw that it was a long drop 
to the street, but realized that the normal exit 
now must be closed to him.. 

He climbed out, dangled 13 feet from the 
ground, then dropped. 

“IT came back into the church by way of a side 
door,” he said. “On the way I ran into the Sawyer 
boy. I was terrified when he asked me if I would 
take him into the belfry to see the pigeons!” 

Thomas Piper died on the gallows on the 26th 
of May, and Boston was glad to be rid of him.

Ad used to be one of the 
world’s best exhibition 
shots, and with his wife, 
formed the most famous 
husband and wife team in 
shooting annals. 

Admirers have literally 
beaten a path to his door, 
some for advice and instruc- 
tion, and some to hear 
him recount the story of his 
remarkable feat of 40 years 
ago at the San Antonio In- 
ternational Fair Grounds. 


O ONE before or since 

has ever equaled that 
record, or come close toit. It 
still stands as the world’s 
record both for number of 
targets shot at and number 
broken. Not only was it an 
amazing exhibition of 
marksmanship, but of en- 
durance as well. 

Using .22 ammunition, 
Ad, during a ten-day period, 
fired 72,500 rounds at tar- 
gets only two and one-half 
inches across—-and missed 
only nine of them. On the 
40th anniversary of that oc- 
casion a few weeks ago, Ad 
recalled the details of those 
ten days. 

When Ad ordered the two 
and one-half inch wooden 
blocks from his old friend, 
Albert Steves, of the Steves 
Lumber Co., Steves said, 
“Why, Ad, you're crazy. 
What. do you want with all 
those little blocks, any- 
way?” But Ad knew what 
he wanted and ordered 
them. 50,000 of them. 

He had three assistants 
who took turns tossing the 
blocks from 25 feet away. 


Stafting at 9 A. M. each 
day, he shot steadily until 5 
P. M., with only an hour 
out for lunch. Some days it 
rained, and every day it got 
dark around 4 P. M. and 
sometimes even earlier, but 
Ad didn’t let that stop him. 

Originally he planned to 
break only 50,000 blocks at 
the rate of 5,000 per day, 
but when he broke 7,500 
without a miss on the first 
day, he decided to keep on 
as long as the ammunition 
and targets lasted. 

He ran out’ of ammuni- 
tion once, but managed to 
get more. After the original 
50,000 blocks had been 
broken, Ad kept popping 
away. The blocks that had 
been hit but not badly dam- 
aged were thrown for him 
to shoot at, then those that 
had been split in two, and 
finally the larger splinters 
until there was nothing left 
large enough to draw a 
bead on. 

With the wide publicity 
given the shooting, the 
crowds grew daily until 
on the last two days, even 
in the drizzling rain, ad- 
ditional assistants were 
needed to hold them back. 


A” IS no longer “the tall 
young fellow with the 
steadiest hand and keenest 
eye in the world,” he was 
proclaimed to be then. Now 
gray and bent, his sight and 
hearing both impaired, “Big 
Ad” has long since retired. 
“Why, shucks,” he says, his 
eyes twinkling, “I wouldn't 
try any exhibition shooting 
now. Everybody has to stop 
sometime. ™

OLD LINENS 


Come. Te

S° you're a homemaker 
housebound by winter 
and tired of your four 
walls? Try perking things 
up by adding some spring 
touches to your linens. 

You can reclaim sheets 
which have become torn or 
frayed at the top by adding 
a fresh jem of a dainty 
flowered or solid-color bor. 
der. Make a twin border 
for your pillow case too. 
The border can be cut out 
of paper first in a scallop 
pattern and then copied on 
your material. Flower. 
sprigged, striped, and check- 
ered cottons in contrasting 
colors are all good choices 
for camouflaging frayed 
edges, The borders may 
range from four to eleven 
inches depending upon the 
extent of the damage. 

A good remedy for a tear 
along the line of hemstitch- 
ing is to cut the hem away 
and ‘reattach with ladder- 
stitching made with the 
sewing machine’s fagoter 
attachment. 

.A smart idea for your 


teen-age daughter’s room, or 
for a guest room, is. the 
open-at-two-ends pillow case 
for an oversize pillow. You 
can make it thriftily from 
an old or frayed pillow case, 
merely by adding a band of 
floral print material on 
call end. Or, if you want 
to repeat the motif of the 
curtains in the room, cut 
figures from scraps of 
flowered curtain material. 
To cover worn spots within 
the border use the _ zZig- 
zagger of your sewing ma- 
chine to attach the cut-outs 
in a running band on both 
sheet and pillow case. 
Sheets that are torn 
lengthwise are best made 
up into pillow cases or crib 


sheets for baby’s use.

Table Linens 

It may be that your re. 
doing urge will center 
around your table linen. 
New color interest and 
fresh charm can be added 
to luncheon cloths and table 
mats at very little expense. 
Ric-rac and other braids are 
easy to apply. 


A plaid gingham eloth 


may be edged with a wide 
plain material; 
the napkins may be re- 
versed with the center part 
made of the plain material 
and the borders of gingham. 

Place mats can be decor- 
ated in many imaginative 
ways. However, when flow- 
ered motifs are used, the 
design is placed in the upper 
left hand corner, while with 
napkins the design is best 
worn on the opposite corner. 
The center runner may be 
adorned on the upper left 
and lower right corners. 

Another style of place 
mat is made by stitching a 
three-inch strip of solid col- 
or material down the left- 
hand edge of the mat. On 
the dark strip, sew your 
monogram or initial cut 
from lighter material. Make 
the napkins of the light 
material with a small ini- 
tial, repeating the dark 
edge strip material 

When storing linens it is 
wise to roll them rather 
than crease them, since fold. 
ing along the same lines 
weakens the fibers. Also be 
sure that they are perfectly 
dry. Dampness is apt to 
encourage the formation of 
mildew.
